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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 13, 2004 has been entered. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 and 18-19, drawn to a method for mounting a plurality of elements, 
classified in class 29, subclass 832. 

II. Claims 11-17, drawn to a method for separating a plurality of elements, classified 
in class 29, subclass 426.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of group II has separate utility such 
as separating elements on the substrate from the substrate and/or the invention of Group I has 
separate utility such as mounting elements on the mounting board. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. During a telephone conversation with David Rozenblat on August 27, 2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-9, 18, and 19. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
1 1-17 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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The phrase "film-like support" (claim 5, line 14) is vague and indefinite, since it is 
unclear as to exactly what is beings considered as a film-like support. 

The phrase "said specific magnification" (claim 8, line 4) lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

11. Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Sadamasa et al. 

Regarding claims 1, and 18, Sadamasa et al. a method for mounting a plurality of 
elements comprising: separating a plurality of elements (100), which are two-dimensionally 
formed and arrayed at a first period on a substrate (Col. 5, lines 5-8), into individual elements 
while keeping the first period as it is (Fig. 3), wherein a two-dimensional array of the elements is 
separated from the substrate (Fig. 3); handling the individual separated elements so as to re-array 
the elements at a second period having a value equivalent to a multiple of the first period (Figs. 3 
and 4); and transferring the re-arrayed elements on a mounting board, wherein the elements are 
mounted to the mounting board at a period equivalent to the second period (Col. 7, lines 62-65). 

Regarding claims 2, 4, 7 and 8, see Figs. 3-4. 

Regarding claims 9 and 19, see Col. 7, lines 33-35. 
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12. Claims 1-4, 7-9, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Zavracky et al. 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, Zavracky et al disclose a method for mounting a plurality of 
elements, comprising: separating a plurality of elements (206/304), which are two-dimensionally 
formed and arrayed at a first period on a substrate (30/202 and Fig. 1 1C), into individual 
elements while keeping the first period as it is (Fig. 13 A), wherein a two-dimension arrayed of 
elements is separated from the substrate; handling the individually separated elements so as to re- 
array the elements at a second period having a value equivalent to a multiple of the first period 
(Fig. 13C); and transferring the re-arrayed elements on a mounting board (14/288), wherein the 
elements are mounted to the mounting board at a period equivalent to the second period (Figs. 
12A-12C). 

Regarding claim 2, 4, and 8, see col. 14, lines 34-39. 
Regarding claim 3, see Col. 14, lines 7-8. 
Regarding claim 7 see Fig. 13A-13C. 
Regarding claims 9 and 19, see Col. 2, lines 23-25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

14. Claim 6 is allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 
15. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 7-9 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
